The present coverage of the so- 
cial security laws is altogether in- 
adequate, and benefit payments 
are too low. One-third of our 
workers are not covered. Those 
who receive old age and survivors 
insurance benefits receive an av- 
erage payment of only $25 a 
month. Many others who cannot 
work because they are physically 
disabled are left to the mercy of 
charity. We should expand our 
social security program, both as 
to size of benefits and extent of 
coverage, against the economic 
hazards due to unemployment, 
old age, sickness and disability. 

We must spare no effort to 
raise the general level of health 
in this country. In a nation as 
rich as ours, it is a shocking 
fact that tens of millions lack 
adequate medical care. We are 
short of doctors, hospitals and 
nurses, We must remedy these 
shortages.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (UP) — 
Seven Democratic Senators today 
introduced an administration- 
sponsored bill for a long-range 
public housing and slum clearance 
program designed to build 1,000,- 
000 homes in seven years. 

The measure also provides 
grants for local communities to 
begin slum clearance programs. 

Subsidized low-rental housing 
projects and governmental funds 
for slum clearance would assist 
St. Louis materially in its plans 
for slum clearance. 

Introduction of the measure fol- 
lowed only a few minutes after 
President Truman asked for such 
a measure in his State of the 
Union message. 

Senator Allen J. Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, a co-author of 
the long-disputed Taft-Ellender- 
Wagner bill which Congress never 
passed, was the principal author 
of the housing bill. Others were 
Senators Robert F. Wagner of 
New York, Burnet R. Maybank of 
South Carolina, Francis J. Myers 
of Pennsylvania, Russell Long of 
Louisiana, John J. Sparkman of 
Louisiana, and Lister Hill of Ala- 
bama. 

Ellender said the measure, ap- 
proved by Administration housing 
experts, would cost an estimated 
$445,000,000 a year for low-cost 
public housing when the program 
reaches its peak. Another $62,- 
500,000 a year would go to a wide- 
spread program for building and 
repairing farm homes. 

Ellender said the bill carries out 
the “core” of the old T.-E.-W. 
measure which the Senate twice 
passed but the House never con- 
sidered, 

The goal of 1,000,000 homes in 
seven years is twice that of the 
T.-E-W. bill, which proposed only 
500,000 public housing units Bver a 
five-year period. 


TRUMAN MESSAGE 
IS BROADCAST BY 
‘VOICE OF AMERICA’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (UP) — 
Russian, German and English- 
speaking peoples in Europe today 
heard President Truman’s state of 
the union message over the facil- 
ities of the “Voice of America” 
as the address was delivered to 
Congress. 

Officials said the State Depart- 
ment also would broadcast today 
and tomorrow transcriptions of 
the President's voice and news ac- 
counts of his message throughout 
the world in English and 18 for- 
eign languages. 

Translators broadcast the Pres- 
ident’s address (from 12 to 1 p.m., 
St. Louis time) in Russian and 
German, German listeners heard 
the President's voice with the 
translation in the background, A 
“live” broadcast of the President's 
voice was broadcast simultaneous- 
ly to Europe. 

A cut version of the message 
was transcribed for afternoon re- 
lay to Europe, The Army also 
will broadcast the President's 
voiee to American troops in Eu- 
rope.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (4A) — 
Three administration - supporting 
Senators and one House member 
jointly proposed legislation today 
for increased Social Security bene- 
fits and a national system of pre- 
paid medical care, 

The sponsors—Senators Mc- 
Grath (Dem.), Rhode Island, Wag- 
ner (Dem.), New York, and 
Murray (Dem.), Montana, and 
Representative Dingell (Dem.), 
Michigan—said the legislation 
calls for: 

1, Health insurance for 125,000,- 
000 persons with “free choice of 
doctor, local grass-roots adminis- 
tration and full use of voluntary 
plans providing medical services.” 
2. Extension and liberalization 
of the existing federal old-age and 
survivors’ insurance program by 
“extending coverage to some 25,- 
000,000 more persons and doubling 
the average benefits.” 

3. Extension of the insurance 
system to provide benefits when 
an insured individual is out of 
work due to sickness or disability. 
4. Extension, simplification and 
liberalization of the existing un- 
employment insurance and em- 
ployment service programs, 

The measure is in line with 
one of the major recommendations 


President Truman made in his 


State of the Union message for 
broader social security programs. 

The authors of the proposed 
measure said nothing in their 
statement about how the program 
might be financed. Nor is there 
anything in the text of their bill 
about that.

(The United Press said Chinese 
newspapers quoted United States 
Ambassador J. Leighton Stuart as 
saying he ‘believed Chiang’s New 
Year message “undoubtedly” would 
lead to peace talks. Chiang’s 
peace offer was “what I personal- 
ly have been working for in the 
past,” Stuart was quoted as say- 
ing.) 

Seven more public organizations 
in Shanghai sent messages to Ye- 
nan and Nanking urging the bel- 
ligerents to come to terms. The 
peace clamor has spread generally 
over the whole country. 

In another Communist broad- 
cast, the Reds threatened “gen- 
eral assaults” on Peiping, Tientsin 


and Tangku, North China cities 
encircled but still resisting, unless 
their commanders surrendered. 
The broadcast said warnings had 
been sent to the natioalist com- 
manders, including Gen, Fu Tso- 
yi, defending Peiping. 

Fu has been branded a “war 
criminal“ by the Communists, but 
the broadcast stated the Reds 
“will permit him to atone for his 
sins and will guarantee his life 


and personal possessions if he sur- 


renders quickly.”

‘NO DISLOYAL DATA’, 
ON 2,342,922 PERSONS) 
CHECKED BY FBI 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP)— 
A total of 2,342,922 persons have 
been given a clean bill of health 
in the federal employe loyalty 
check program, Director J. Ed- 
gar Hoover of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation reported yester- 
day. 4 
Hoover said that number of loy- 
alty forms have been returned to 
the Civil Service Commission 
marked “no disloyal data.” 

He said that as ‘of the end of 
1948, the bureau has processed 
2,351,097 forms, covering 1,761,247 


actual employes and 589,850 per- 
sons applying for 


Government 
jobs. The check, Hoover asserted, 
is now on a current basis. 

In 7667 instances, the report 


said, the FBI ordered full field 


investigations on the basis of in- 
formation in its files or allega- 
tions received during the check. 
The number of cases set aside 
pending further check on iden- 
tities is 508. 

A total of 6989 of the full in- 
vestigations have been completed. 

Hoover emphasized that the 
FBI functions in the program 
solely “to secure facts” and makes 
no recommendations to employing 
agencies. 

“While the FBI does not ex- 
press opinions as to whether a 
person is loyal or disloyal, 
special agents exhaust every pos- 
sible lead to establish the inno- 
‘cence of persons who have been 
the subjects of groundless ru- 
mors,” the announcement said.

Royall disclosed yesterday that 
the Army has “liquidated” a $255,- 
000,000 deficit in its funds result- 
ing from G.I. “Yankee trader” 
deals in German marks soon after 
the war. . 

He said he would not describe 
these transactions as “black 
market” operations, but noted that 
they involved the sale of watches, 
cigarettes and other articles for 
German marks. G.I.s then turned 
in the German marks to the Army 
for United States dollars. 


The Army finally halted such 
get-rich-quick practices by in- 


stalling the scrip system in Ger- 


many. | 

A reporter asked whether the 
Russians, who printed German oc- 
cupation marks with United States 
plates, benefited more than G.1.s 
from the transactions, With a 
twinkle, Royall replied: 

“The G.I. sold his watch to the 
Russian for a hatful of marks 
and traded in the marks for dol- 
lars, which he sent back home. So 
Td say the GIs got the best of 
the deal.” 

Besides watches to the Rus- 
sians, American soldiers 
United States cigarettes to Ger- 
mans and other Europeans for 
reputedly fabulous sums.

Provide Greater Age, Relief Funds,’

OV. PHIL M. DONNELLY, who retires from office on the 
inauguration. of Gov.-elect Forrest Smith next Monday, de- 
livered his final legislative recommendations this afternoon to 


the new Sixty-fifth General Assembly, which had convened at noon. 


Although the Governor had rec- 
ommendations for legislation cov- 
/ ering nearly all state activities, 
many of them urging increased 
expenditures, his message in the 
main avoided questions of policy, 
leaving those to the incoming Gov- 
ernor. 

Two major exceptions were for 
very substantial enlargement of 
Funds for social security, old-age 
pensions, aid to dependent chil- 
dren and direct relief, and for 
concentration in the State High- 


way Department of control of the 


construction of all public roads 
outside the larger cities. 
Social Security. 

He told the new Legislature 
that experience had demonstrated 
that the Social Security appropri- 
ations of $34,675,000 from state 
funds, exclusive of federal grants, 


for the present fiscal year were. 


insufficient and a larger amount 

should be provided for the next 

year. 

The allotment this year for old- 
age assistance, amounting to $23,- 
500,000 of state funds, would be 
insufficient to meet the full need, 
he said, and he urged that more 
money should be provided. He 
named no specific amount. 

For aid to dependent children, 
‘the state’s allotment for this year 
was $4,650,000, which, he said, was 
not enough to meet the needs. 
Again he made no specific recom- 
mendation of what the additional 
appropriation should be. 

He told the legislators that the 
$5,000,000 allotted for direct relief 
of unemployable persons was suf- 
ficient to meet only 55 per cent of 
the need, and urged that addi- 
tional funds to meet requirements 
should be provided. Although he 
did not fix a figure, it would ap- 

r that he was suggesting a to- 

1 direct relief appropriation of 

, about $10,000 
Hle recommended also that in- 
creased funds be provided for ad- 

ministrative expense of the Divi- 

sion of Welfare, which this year 

had $1,500,000 of state money. 
Highways, Rural Roads. 

Although during the campaign 
for the Curry Road Amendment, 

\which proposed a gasoline tax in- 
crease to be expended by local ad- 
ministrative bodies in counties and 
cities for rural roads and streets, 
neither the Gevernor nor the State 
Highway Department had any- 
thing to say, the Governor in his 
message today had very direct 
‘and specific recommendations. 

He took a position directly op- 
posite that proposed in the Curry 
amendment, holding that the State 
‘Highway Commission should have 
full power to supervise and control 
the construction and maintenance 
of all public roads outside the 
larger cities. He did not advocate 
taking from local authorities the 
actual construction and mainte- 
nance, but said that the number of 
loca] road building agencies should 
be greatly reduced. 

Although he said it was impera- 
tive that additional funds be pro- 
' vided both for the present state 
highway system and for the con- 
struction of rural roads, he did not 
recommend an increase in the 2- 
cent gasoline tax or make any 
suggestion as to how the money 

should be provided, other than that 
the present appropriation of $2,- 
000,000 for carrying out the pro- 
visions of the King road law 
should be continued. This comes 
from the postwar reserve fund, 
which amounted to approximately 
$30,000,000 Dec. 31, the fund having 
accumulated during the war period 
of high tax collections.

Green spoke to reporters after 
an all-day closed meeting of the 
newly organized AFL legislative 
council which gives the federation 
for the first time a continuing, 
permanent body to press its views 
on labor legislation.

The 
second, he said, was re-enactgnent 
of the Wagner Act, with such 
amendments as might be accept- 
able. 

“Acceptable” Tatt Act Changes. 

What amendments would be “ac- 
ceptable?” he was asked. That, 
he said, would be taken up when 
the AFL executive council meets 
later this month at Miami, but 
there were some that he thought 
of off-hand. 

“There is the anti-Communist 
affidavit,” Green said. “We would 
have no objection to that if it is 
made applicable to employers, too. 
The financial reports, I think 
would cause little difficulty. _ 

“When we come to boycotts, 
primary and setondary, there is 

a twilight zone. Sometimes it is 
difficult to tell the difference, 

“Then there is the section on 
emergencies, and that is a big dif- 
ficulty. Some want to resort to 
the injunction process to stop 
such strikes, and we will stand 
adamant against use of the in- 
junction.”

The country's regular airlines re- 
ported today that in 1948 they set 
“one of the best allround safety 
records in the history of commer- 
cial aviation.” | 

The Air Transport Association, 
speaking for the industry, said 
the domestic carriers had an av- 
erage of 1.41 passenger fatalities 
for. each 100,000,000 passenger- 
miles (a person moved one mile 
is @ passenger-mile), compared 
with a 3.2 average in 1947. 

The international carriers av- 
eraged 1.06 passenger deaths for 
each 100,000,000 passenger-miles, 
compared with 1.08 in 1947, 

The domestic carriers had 83 
passenger fatalities in four acci- 
dents, while the overseas airlines 
had a single accident with 20 
deaths.

Gaede U.’s ‘Plight 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispaten: 

Although considerable has been done 
for Lincoln University by the state in 
‘the last 15 years, so little was done pre- 
vious to that time that the state college 
for Negroes not only is far from equal 
in salaries and physical and financial 
facilities to the University of Missouri 
but is far from equal to the state teach- 
‘ers’ colleges. 

The vast improvement in salaries and 
Physical plants at such Southern Negro 
colleges as Tennessee State College at 
Nashville, Southern University in Loui- 
siana, Florida A. and M., Texas State 
University and West Virginia State Col- 
lege, to mention a few, has left Lincoln 
far in the ruck. So much so that one by 
one the best qualified teachers at Lin- 
coln are leaving for better-paid posi- 
tions in the South. 

Salaries of 80 per cent of. Lincoln’s 
teachers do not even compare too favor- 
ably with those paid in public high 
schools and are far below those in the 
better-paying Negro colleges. 

No Lincoln departments receive real- 
‘ly adequate appropriations and some 
are frankly impoverished and existing 
on a minimum, if that. In spite of this 
some are doing top-rate jobs. 

What dormitories Lincoln does have 
are excellent but are far too few as 
over 500 students, including many Mis- 
sourians, were turned down for enroll- 
ment this fall because no housing was 
available. A class-room building con- 
structed for a student body of 350 is 
taking care of a student body of close 
to 1000. 

The athletic field is little more than 
a vacant lot with a wire fence around 
it. There is no shelter of any kind for 
the teams, no lockers and no showers, 
and the two toilets are little more than 


. antiquated and dilapidated frame out- 


houses -with primitive plumbing out of 
repair. This year an inadequate supply 
of collapsible bleachers seating 1200 was 
added, but before that the spectators 
5 stood. 

The gym was built to seat 350 while 
‘the student body is now close to 1000. 
‘The only auditorium available on the 
campus was built in 1896 and is little 
more than a firetrap. It, too, seats 350 
for a student body of close to 1000. The 
cafeteria is far too small. 

This is the plight of higher education 
for Negroes in Missouri. Although the 
Legislature has been increasingly gen- 
‘rous in recent years, a tremendous job 
is still ahead if the facilities are to be 
made substantially equal to those at Co- 
‘ammbia and if Missouri is to keep pace 
With its ‘neighbors to the south in pro- 
‘viding higher education for its Negro 


am. 

It is to be hoped that incoming 
‘Iagislature will look into this problem 
@losely and really do something to rem- 
3 the situation.

An Outsta 


Speaking in his own right as the President 
chosen in the most amazing election in Ameri- 
can history, Harry S. Truman has delivered a 
State of the Union message over which the coun- 
try has many reasons to be genuinely enthusias- 
tic. This Mr. Truman on the congressional ros- 
trum is the best Mr. Truman the American peo- 
ple have seen. He is the executive measuring 
up to the mandate of the polls. 

As it should be, the address is both appraisal 
and program. In each element, it is, on the 
whole, excellent. Here and there it is not al- 
together specific, but the full details are not 
to be expected in a single message at the outset 
of the new Congress. 

Even where the address is somewhat vague, 
the words are inclined to be more specific than 
on earlier occasions. This is President Truman 
about to start an administration to which he was 
elected, not one which he inherited. He has 
put this difference in spirit and fact into his 
speech. 

Mr. Truman’s tone comes mighty close to be- 
ing perfect. He speaks as President of all the 
country. He asks for the co-operation of busi- 
ness, of the farmers, of labor—and assures them 
all that “every segment of our population and 
every individual has a right to expect from his 
Government a fair deal.” 

* * * 


Perhaps because he has had less support from 
business than from labor and farm groups, the 
President takes pains to make clear: that he 
knows the great productive role of private en- 
terprise in American life. He recites striking 
statistics which show that while population has 
increased only 20 per cent since the boom 
year of 1929 and farm production by 45 per 
cent, industrial output has increased 75 per 
cent. 


Here the President's words deserve precise 


quotation: 


This progress has confounded the gloomy 
prophets—at home and abroad —who pre- 
dicted the downfall of American capitalism. 
The American people, going their own way, 
confident in their own powers, have achieved 
the greatest prosperity the world has ever 
seen. 

Like the man in the street, the man in tbe 
White House is well aware that this prosperity 
has its dangers. Prices are too high. Produc- 
tion still lags. Minimum wages are too low. 
Monopoly is making headway at the expense of 
small business. And so on. Thus, the first re- 
sponsibility before Congress is to protect the 
country from the dangers of “boom and bust.” 

This, as the President says, is an objective 
for which individuals and government must strive 
in partnership. To quote Mr. Truman again: 
“The greater’ part of the task must be performed 
under our system of free enterprise. We can 
keep our present prosperity, and increase it, only 
if free enterprise and free government work 
together.”

If American production has confounded the 
foreign critics of American enterprise, so must 
Mr. Truman now confound the most rabid of 
these critics. For this is not an Attlee or a Bevin 
speaking for “a Labor government,” as the new 
Truman Administraton has already been called 
in some quarters. Here is a President plainly 
eager to help the basic, component parts of 
American society to even fuller realization of 
“the satisfactions of life.” 

Most of the inflation control program is un“ 
exceptionable — for example, consumer credit 
control, priorities for key materials in short sup- 
ply and strengthening of rent control. Standby 
price control and wage control unquestionably 
will be challenged, but in the end both may 
have to be called on to do their share in reining 
back inflation. 


If this proposal requires study, another rec- 


ommended inflation control device may well be 


set aside until need for it is proved. This is a 
request for authorization for construction by the 
Government of plant facilities to relieve short- 


ages. The President's recommendation does 
carry the qualification if action by private in- 
dustry fails to meet our needs,” but even ‘so such 
legislation had much better wait while much 
more important items of business are expedited, 
Mr. Truman's stanch insistence that taxes be 
high enough to permit a reduction in the na- 
tional debt is greatly to his credit. Here again 
he has a generally sound program.

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Almost everyone will agree that a minimum

As for legislation to take the place of the 
Taft-Hartley Act, that will require some of the 
best thought of the White House and Congress. 
The President is right in calling for means for 
settling or preventing strikes in vital industries 
which affect the public interest.” The problem 
will be to find something less drastic than the 
injunctive process, under which Jehn L. Lewis 
was. punished. It is axiomatic that a tough dis- 
ease regularly requires tough medicine. 


On tidelands oil, the President could not be 
more forthright. He says the country must adopt 
a program for the planned use of these vital 
resources, “which are—and must remain—vested 
in the Federal Government.” It is unfortunate 
that he was not equally specific with respect to 
the plan of federal authority for river valleys. 
He makes no mention of MVA, but does saf, if 
too vaguely, we should apply the lessons of our 
Tennessee Valley experience to our other great 
river basins.“ MVA advocates are free to inter- 
pret this to mean full dpplication, and that 
would call for a TVA in the Missouri valley.

Many of the items are familiar ones. 
are no less important because they were dis- 
cussed in the campaign and in the preceding 
Congress. Indeed, the very passage of time 
makes it the more urgent adequately to handle 
the issues of housing, aid to education, health 
insurance, reciprocal trade, displaced persons, 
and human rights. For many citizens, the blunt 
reiteration that the President stands squarely 
behind the civil liberty proposals which touched 
off the Dixiecrat revolt will be the strongest 
and best part of the message. 


The highest note of all sounds in the passage 
on foreign policy. Truly the heart of that policy 
is peace. Truly the American people have a 
commitment in international co-operation with- 
out precedent in history to maintain that peace 
in the world. Yet, as the President says in sub- 
stance, we must not only keep our powder dry 
but increase our store of it for our own pro- 
tection. If selective service proves inadequate, 
the country will have no choice but to turn to 
universal training in time. 


With full allowance for the qualifitations noted 
and others that may be raised, this is a presi- 
dential address of high order. It takes rank 
with the best that have been delivered over the 
years in fulfillment of the constitutional require- 
ment that the President report on the State of 
the Union. 

Mr. Truman and his advisers have distin- 
guished themselves before the country. May the 
Eighty-first Congress, elected with him, do as 
well! 


Hearings on Zoning 

Maybe the stallers will be frustrated after all.

Investigations of wiretapping by American Civil Liberties Union, 
federal and state bar groups again call attention to what Justice 
Holmes branded “a dirty business”; federal agents suspected of 
practice restricted by federal law; some states are more lenient.

The furtive science of wiretapping cur- 
rently is under closé legal scrutiny. The 
New York County Criminal Courts Bar 
Association has under way an investigation 
from the point of view of state law. The 
American Civil Liberties Union is conduct- 
ing a nation-wide survey of police policies 
on tapping. And the Federal Bar Associa- 
tion of New York, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut may soon take up a study of the 
feflecal picture. 


At present the attitude of the American 


public toward tapping, as expressed in the 


laws, seems confused. 
There are federal 
and state laws re- 
stricting it or forbid- 
ding it, but they are 
inconsistent, easily 
circumvented and 
frequently ignored. 


Court practices 
conflict. A New 
York court, for ex- 
ample, will accept 
wiretap evidence wen 
if the wiretap was a 
crime. But a federal 
court might free an 
obviously guilty crim- 
inal if it could be 
proved that the evidence against him was 
obtained through tapping. 

Some taps are elaborate, like the one 
that led to the undoing of Waxey Gordon, 
the racketeer. Waxey and four of his 
lieutenants lived within a radius of a few 
blocks on the West Side of Manhattan. The 
police tapped the wires of Waxey and 
his aides and brought them together in 
what actually amounted to a wiretap 
switchboard. After five months this multi- 
tap led to Waxey’s conviction. 


How Dewey Used It 


Many taps ‘are much simpler. If the vie- 
tim lives in a hotel, the tapper obtains a 
room next door.

The federal and state laws governing 
wiretapping vary widely. However, they 
may be divided generally into two groups— 
- first, those which follow federal law, which 
testricts wiretapping page pa! if 
not in practice; second, those follow 
the New York state law, which gives the 
wiretapper latitude within limits.

“ke amendment came into force in 1791,

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about a century . the invention of 
wiretapping. In 1928 the Supreme Court in 
a major decision held that wiretapping did 
not violate the Fourth Amendment. The 
majority, in an opinion by Chief Justice 
William Howard Taft, declared: 


“The amendment does not forbid what 
was done here. There was no search. There 
was no seizure. The evidence was obtained 
by the sense of hearing and that only.” 


The minority, in a dissent by Associate 
Justice Louis J. Brandeis, took a broader 
view. He wrote: “Discovery and invention 
bave made it possible for the Government, 
by means far more effective than the rack, 
to obtain disclosure in court of what is 
whispered ig the closet.” Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, in a separate 
spoke of wiretapping as a “dirty business.” 

There was much criticism of the 1928 de- 
cision. Partly as a result of this criticism, 
the Federal Communications Act of 1934 
outlawed all wiretapping in federal juris- 
diction. The penalty for violation is up to 
$10,000 fine, two years in jail or both. 


Federal 1 


In a series of decisions, beginning in 
1937, the Supreme Court not only upheld 
this act .but—theoretically—closed prac- 
tically every loophole by which wiretapping 
might be used in federal crime detection. 
The court barred from federal courts any 


evidence obtained directly by tapping. It 


barred any evidence obtained as a result of 
clues provided by tapping. 


Despite the fact that wiretapping is a 


federal crime, there are widespread reports 
that federal agents are assiduous tappers— 
that their research has made important 


contributions to the tapping science. The 


FBI comment on these reports is: “No 
comment.“

Wheels and the men are the theme of 
this well wrought life story of the South 
Bend wagon and motor builder. His own 
artisanship extended not much beyond the 
wheelbarrows which he made for California 
gold seekers while he lived in Hangtown, 
now Placerville, in the 1850s. Five years as 
a blacksmith’s helper in the region of 
prompt executions, and he had $8000 to 
take back to the Indiana town where his 
brothers, Clement and Henry Studebaker, 
were turning out a dozen wagons a year, 
and needed capital.

By 1890 the wagon and car- 
riage business reached a stage that placed 
the brothers among captains of industry. 

In 1897, mainly on John’s motion, and 
with John's son-in-law, Frederick 8. Fish, 
in charge of the new development, the com- 
pany slowly and cautiously got into the 
“horseless carriage” business. With the 
success of this venture established, the 71- 
year-old John in 1904 told Fish and his as- 
sociated designers to build what they 
thought best for “the carriage trade,” but 
for the essential business of moving things 
from place to place—the wagon business— 
“to puild a solid, substantial, powerful, hell 
of a or truck. We must have trucks. 
And they must be 
called—what?”

WITH THE MORNING came the discovery of 
frozen pipes in 10,000 households.

NO REPORTER TODAY would dare make 
the rounds of the saloons in search of weather 
news, nor would he think of incorporating tavern 
doings in his story. Any deviation from straight- 
and-narrow presentation seems to be frowned on. 
‘This applies to radio as well as newspaper re- 
porting. 

I recall the case of a reporter in another city 
who was making a morning radio broadcast. It 
was too early for him to have visited any taverns, 
but despite this he had managed to fortify him- 
self, and it was apparent even to the casual 
listener the announcer was feeling no pain.

They stressed 
the importance of putting into the 
Bill of Human Rights a clause 
in the article on education stating 
that parents have a right to 
choose the type of education their 
children should be given.

in a manner that turned them 


against their parents and away 
both religious 


from the beliefs, 
and political, that the parents 
held.

I HAVE no recollection that the 
Soviets put up any very effective 
fight against this clause, but in 
the light of what is happening in 
the various countries under their 
political and military control it 
is quite evident that that is an- 
other of the articles which they 
never would bé able to accept. 

I have sometimes thought that 
during the period when a country 
was actually fighting for inde- 
pendence there might be some 
justification in imprisoning even 
a clergyman if he seemed to be 
taking an active political part 
against the government in power. 
That, however, is not the case 
in Hungary today. There is no 
excuse for the action that has 
been taken by the Government 
and, since in Hungary the Gov- 
ernment is practically under the 
control of Russia, the Soviet Union 
cannot escape the blame.

The 
more pertinent issue was the con- 
tract itself. North did not use his 
head when he left South at three 
no-trump, South had made that 
bid with quite evident reluctance 
—he had not bid even two no- 
trump after North showed spades 
and diamonds and after South 
himself had announced hearts and 
clubs. Thus, North should have 
felt that his own distribution was 
worth at least two tricks more at 
a club contract than at no-trump, 
and since he had originally passed 
with near to opening-bid material, 
it required no optimism to feel 
that at least five clubs would te 
makeable. North should have 
taken the three-no-trump bid to 
five clubs—and hoped that South 
could then bid six clubs!
